The nsefnl life of one of Hickman's 
"lii. st citizens was drought to a close 
last Thursday afternt>oii at three o'.-loek 
\i In n .Iiilin \V Rogers succuuihed to the 
infirmities incident to old age. after 
■pending the last years of his life as 
an invalid. 

"Uncle Jack" as he was devotedly 
known hy his friends here was of a 
pion.cr family in this section and for 
..vet forty years he had beeu closely 
allied with the business of the city 
maintaining throughout his career a 
reputation for straightforwardness and 
honesty unsullied l.y a single blemish. 

The deceased was born December 22, 
1R40. in Weakley County. Tenn, near 
Uresd.-u. When a small boy he moved

Childhood and early manhood 
spent At the >K-ginning of the Civil 
War he volunteered for service in be- 
half of his beloved southland, and was 
badly wounded at the battle of Fort 
Donaldson. After riK-overing from his 
wounds, he re enlisted in Bedford's di- 
vision. Forest's Cavalry, and served 
valiantly until the surrender. 

He was married December 14. 1871. 
to Miss l.ou M. I'owgill. a daughter of 
the Uev. X. N. Cowgill, who came here 
in and estahlished the Episcopal 

Church in the city. She is a sister of 
.1 \V. CowgUl of this city. x 

They came to Hickman in 1S7<>. where 
la- entered the groii-ry business, in 
rrhlch he continued for many years as 
sole proprietor a< well as in the firms. 
Led ford \ Rogers and .Ino. W. Rogers 
\ Son. 

He is survived liy his wife, two sons. 
.1 N. Rogers, of Dumas, Ark., and 
Cowgill Rogers, of I udianapolis ; two 
(laughters. Mrs. Roy Clark and Miss 
Nell Rogers, both of Hickman. 

The funeral services were conducted 
Friday afternoon by Dr. W. V. Ran* 
nenberg. rector of St. Paul's Church, of 
which church the deceased was a de- 
roted and conscientious memlier. 

••Cn.-le Jack" has gone, but he has 
left as an heritage the memory of a 
life well spent, a career of usefulness 
nil honorable living and service to bis 
fellow man which will survive him as 
an inspiration to those who are so well 
ac(|uainte<l w ith his excellent traits.

Summer Fests Must Be Destroyed 
During Winter.

he leaf and rapidly mult ipl ie» there. 

The tirsi signs of its presei.ee are 
small purplish or greenish blisters, 
w hich In. r. as. in size aud numbers 
as the weath.r gels warmer. After 
the v.. iing mites mature they emerge 

tram the Mister ami form new ones on 

I ne same leaf or on others. Later. If 
i to- mites are ver> abundant (he 
Icav-es turn hr..wn and drop off pre- 
SsntMeSty, In Sar«rS infestations trees 
ure often toailv defoliated before mid- 
summer. Because the mites are pro- 
tected hy hatosj under the surface of 
the leaf, spiavlng during the summer 
will have BO efle. i OH them. The 
mites winter over under the bud 
scales and can be .li st roved l.y a dor- 
mant spray any time after the leaves 
fall until the tips of the new leaves 
show In the spring. Lime sulphur Is 
most effective, but <>H spray will con- 
trol It. One spray every two or thrso 
years will keep the i»-st In check.
